3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1, 
22, and 23: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest using a liquid barrier sheet 
as item 70 in Roessler instead of a tissue as item 70 in that such a liquid barrier sheet 
would prevent user's liquid waste from reaching the absorbent core (tissue 66 and cut 
pulp 60) of the disposable absorbent article when in use thus destroying the use of the 
article because the body-facing side of the article is that next to item 76 followed by item 
70 and then the absorbent core.
